influenced

commercial purposes.

other fields, his work in Central and 
South America

settlem ents and with the Isle of Pines 
T re a ty ratification, his first care was

MISSOURI BECAME FRENCH 
SOIL 243 ^ EARS \GO 


The State 
Historical 
Society 
of 
Missouri of which Floyd C. Shoemak­ 
er is secretary, has compiled “This 
Week in Missouri History” for 
our 
readers. 
This week commemorates the form­ 
al possession of Louisiana by France 
on April 9. 1682. By this act Missou­ 
ri became French soil, and for eighty 
years remained a French possession. 
During this time 
appeared our first 
explorers 
and 
settlers, 
forts 
and 
towns, 
farmers 
and 
miners—all 
French. 
Urged by ambition and patriotism 
Robert Cavelier de La Salle prepared 
three expeditions from the Lakes 
to 
the Gulf. 
His third attempt succeed­ 
ed and he became 
the 
first explorer 
of the Missippi to the Gulf of Mexi­ 
co. 
He viewed 
the Mississippi, 
at 
the mouth of the Illinois, on Febru­ 
ary 6, 1682, and called it Colbert. 
He 
passed the Missouri on February 13th 
and referred to it as the Osage. Sail­ 
ing down the Father 
of 
Waters he 
readied the three mouths on April G. 
Following the western channel, 
he 
arrived at the Gulf on April 9 and in 
th* 
name 
of 
Louts XIV of France 
took possession of all the land drain­ 
ed by the great river. 
He called the 
Country Louisiana. 
The act of de­ 
claration 
and possession was signed 
by thirteen French men. 
The chron­ 
ic)* r 
of the 
expedition 
vividly de-

scribes the formal ceremony of pOft- 
\ session. 
“At about the twenty-seventh de­ 
gree of elevation from the pole, 
a 
column and a cross were 
prepared, 
and on the column were painted the 
arms of France with this inscription: 
‘Louis le Grand, Roy de France et de 
I Navarre, regne le 9e Avril, 1682’. All 
being under arms, they chanted the 
Te Deum, the Fxaudiat, and the Do- 
mine, salvum fac Regem; then, after 
volleys of musketry and shouts 
of 
'Vive le Roy.’ M. de La Salle plant­ 
ed the column. 
A cross was planted, 
and a leaden plate was buried near 
it.” 
La Salle was one of the 
most re­ 
markable men in our history. 
T rag­ 
edy followed him in 
life 
and 
even 
death. 
He 
was 
killed on March 18, 
1687, by one of his own men. some­ 
where in the wilds of Texas. He reap­ 
ed nothing from his labors and sacri­ 
fices. 
His River Colbert and province 
Louisiana havt been displaced by the 
Mississippi river and valley in geo 
graphies. 
Even his name lives only 
in history. 
He left France a domain
